c* Proprietary Projects on which There is T nsut f 5.c lent i ni. orroation 
for Proper Accounting Because the Required Reports are Delinquent 
or Deficient. 

3. As you will recall the Doolittle Couaittee made quite an issue over 
he fact that FI projects were not given the same review treatment as other 
gency projects end also that FI projects were not on & fiscal year basis. It 
hould bo pointed out that tho Office of the Coi^pt roller has wrj little ^ 1 
oything, on FI projects except some receipts, expenditure documents, and/or 
srtlfi cations by 3TC as to expenditures. Since we have nothing to audit against, 
t is impossible to state whether the funds have been expended in accordance 
ith the provisions of the project or not.
